I have  the  honour  to  submit  an  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1953  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  l/54«  Under  the  same  cover  will  be  found  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 

The  year  was  satisfactory  so  far  as  health  conditions  are 
concerned.  The  death  rate  was  the  lowest  yet  recorded  for  the  District 
as  also  was  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis » The  birth  rate  continued 
at  the  standing  level  it  has  assumed  in  the  last  few  years,  and  the 
infant  mortality  rate  remained  low.  The  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  was  remarkable  for  big  epidemics  of  measles  and  whooping  cough: 
on  the  other  hand  the  absence  of  enteric  and  diphtheritic  infections 
continued. 


Several  extracts  of  figures  from  the  Registrar  General* s report 
on  the  Census  taken  in  1951  have  been  included  and  compared  with  the 
figures  of  the  1931  Census, 

As  regards  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District,  it  is 
gratifying  to  record  the  extension  of  a piped  water  supply  to  Abinger 
Hammer, 

The  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  have  continued  to 
carry  out  their  duties  most  conscientiously  under  very  adverse  conditions 
so  far  as  accommodation  is  concerned.  Credit  is  due  to  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  w;ay  in  which  ho  has  encouraged  his  staff,  and 
for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  has  presented  many  interesting  reports, 

I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Council  for  the  support 
which  they  have  continued  to  give  to  all  reasonable  efforts  to  improve 
the  health  and  hygiene  of  the  District,

With  two  exceptions  the  parishes  have  maintained  the  steady 
increase  in  population  which  might  be  expected  in  a rural  district.  The 
parishes  of  Horley  and  Wotton  do  not  conform  to  this  pattern,  the  former 
because  of  its  comparatively  large  increase  and  the  latter  because  of  its 
continuing  depopulation.

These  figures  give  the  percentage  distribution  of  population  by 
age  groups  in  1931  and  1951*  They  emphasise  the  shift  which  has  taken 
place  into  the  older  age  groups  at  the  expense  of  the  15  - 4-4  years  age 
group.  The  change  is  not  so  marked  in  the  figures  for  the  rural  district 
as  it  is  in  those  of  the  country  as  a whole.

BIRTHS 

Live  births  numbered  /^2l  of  which  213  were  males  and  208  were 
females.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  15*6  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
this  being  the  lowest  recorded  figure  since  1941»  A comparability  factor 
(l,06)  has  been  provided  by  the  Registrar-General,  to  allow  for  the 
differing  ago  and  sox  distribution  in  different  areas.  This  permits 
comparison  of  the  local  rate  to  be  made  with  those  of  other  districts. 

After  application  of  the  factor  a standardised  rate  of  16,5  is  obtained. 

Seven  still  births  were  registered  during  the  year  giving  a still 
birth  rate  of  0,26  compared  with  the  rate  of  0,35  per  1,000  population  for 
England  and  Wales, 


DEATHS 

The  deaths  registered  in  the  area  after  correction  for  inward 
and  outward  transfers  numbered  251,  representing  a crude  death  rate  of  9*3 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident  population,  compared  with  the  figure 
of  11,4  for  England  and  Wales,  The  total  included  131  males  and  120 
females.  The  death  rate  is  the  lov/est  yet  recorded  for  the  district  in  its 
present  form, 

A comparability  factor  (0,90)  has  been  provided  by  the  Registrar- 
General  which  may  be  applied  to  the  craide  death  rate  for  use  in  comparing 
the  local  death  rate  with  those  of  other  areas.  The  factor  mkes 
allowance  for  the  differing  age  and  sex  distribution  of  local  populations. 
Application  of  the  factor  to  the  local  crude  death  rate  gives  a standardised 
rate  of  8,4, 

Approximately  38^  of  deaths  took  place  in  hospitals.  The  causes 
of  death  are  set  out  in  Table  III,  Heart  disease,  diseases  of  the 
circulatory  system  and  cancer  were  again  the  most  frequent  causes  of  death 
in  the  older  age  group.  The  average  age  at  death  of  males  was  70,6  years 
and  of  females  71,9  years. 


INFANT  MORTALITY 

Deaths  of  children  under  the  ago  of  one  year  numbered  6 and  the 
infant  mortality  rate  was  14,3  por  1,000  live  births.  Comparable  figures 
for  1952  were  4 deaths  and  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  9,2,  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  vrcis  26,8,  Three  of  the  doaths  occurred  within  one  month 
of  birth.

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SECTION  2«  GEIERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  ABEA 
LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Laboratories  available  to  medical  practitioners  are  provided  at 
the  East  Surrey  and  St,  John’s  Hospitals,  Redhill,  and  at  St,  Luke’s 
Hospital,  Guildford*  Examinations  of  specimens  in  connection  ^^n-th  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  can  be  referred  to  either 
of  two  Public  Health  Laboratories  of  the  Medical  research  Council,  one 
situated  at  West  Hill  House,  West  Hill,  Epsom  and  the  other  at  St,  Lu]a3’s 
Hospital,  Guildford*  These  laboratories  also  undertake  bacteriological 
examinations  of  samples  of  water  supplies,  milk  and  food,  including  ice- 
cream and  biological  examinations  for  tubercle  bacilli  in  millc. 


AMBHLAJ^IGE  FACILITIES 

The  public  ambulance  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surrey 
County  Council,  who  have  given  the  following  information  regarding  the  use 
of  the  service. 

In  accidents  in  the  home  or  elsewhere  or  in  sudden  illness  in 
streets  and  public  places,  any  responsible  person  may  call  the  ambulance 
to  remove  the  patient  (if  by  telephone  use  local  Emergency  Calling  System). 
Normal  maternity  cases  will  bo  removed  if  the  applicant  can  give  evidence 
that  a raatornity  bed  has  boen  booked*  Miternity  cases  with  serious 
complications,  or  where  birth  is  imminent,  will  not  normally  bo  moved 
without  the  authority  of  a doctor  or  certified  midwife  who  should  travel 
with  the  patient  in  the  ambulance.  The  removal  of  other  cases  of  illness 
or  accident  will  bo  arranged  by  the  hospital  concerned  or  by  the  medical 
practitioner  in  charge  of  the  patient.  For  private  removals  a written 
request,  accompanied  by  a doctor’s  certificate,  should  be  made  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  for  his  consideration.  Providing  that  those 
requirements  are  fulfilled,  no  charge  will  bo  made  to  users. 

The  main  ambulanco  station  for  the  area  is  the  Smallfiolds  section 
of  the  Redhill  Covinty  Hospital  (Telephone  Smallfiolds  27l)  with  sub-stations 
at  Victoria  Road,  Horloy,  and  at  Harrowlands,  South  Terrace,  Dorlcing, 

Calls  for  the  use  of  an  ambulance  in  the  parish  of  Headley  will  be  answered 
from  the  main  ambulance  station.  For  accidents  or  cases  of  sudden  illness 
the  local  Emergency  Calling  System  should  bo  used. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES 


Care  of  Mothers,  Young  Children .etc, 

Tho  provision  of  services  relating  to  the  care  of  mothers  and 
young  children,  midwifery,  health  visiting,  home  nursing,  immunisation  and 
vaccination,  ambulance  and  domestic  help  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Smu'cy 
County  Council  as  local  health  authority.  Day-to-day  administration  has 
been  delegated  to  the  Southern  Divisional  Health  Sub-Committee  and  its 
officers,  with  headqmrtors  at  Caborfoigh,  Hatchlands  Road,  Redhill, 
(Tclophene  No,  Redhill  3206,)

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS.  19AS  and  1951 

Section  47  of  this  Act  gave  power  to  local  authorities  to  take 
steps  t®  deal  with  persons  suffering  from  chronic  illness  or  infimity, 
who  for  one  reason  or  another  are  not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention, 
and  who  are  unable  to  mnnge  for  themselves.  As  night  be  eiqiected,  the 
majority  of  these  are  old  people  who,  in  addition  to  physical  illness, 
have  some  loss  of  mental  power  sufficient  to  curtail  their  reasoning  powers 
but  not  serious  enough  to  require  their  admission  to  hospitals  for  mental 
illness.  There  is  a tendency  for  some  of  these  old  ^XJople  to  cut 
themselves  off  from  relatives  and  friends  and  to  refuse  all  help,  and  the 
conditions  in  which  they  live  my  reach  a deplorable  state  of  neglect 
before  it  is  realised  by  relatives  or  neighbours  that  the  matter  should  be 
reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  to  the  VJelfare  Officer, 

Removal  to  hospital  or  other  institution  is  by  then  a mtter  of  some 
urgency  to  safeguard  the  invalid’s  life  and  to  permit  the  cleaning  of  filth 
and  rubbish  from  the  existing  accommodation. 

Under  the  194S  Act,  power  was  given  to  the  local  authority  to 
apply  to  the  Magistrates  Court  for  an  Order  to  obtain  the  compulsory 
removal,  for  a period  not  exceeding  three  months,  of  a person  found  in 
such  conditions.  As  the  result  of  experience,  it  was  found  that  the  time 
taken  to  comply  with  the  legal  requirements  of  tho  Act  in  obtaining  an 
Order  for  compulsory  removal  was  so  long  that  the  practical  value  of  the 
powers  given  by  the  Act  to  local  authorities  was  curtailed.  An  amending 
Act  which  came  into  force  in  1951  enables  authoaities  to  adopt  a more 
expeditious  procedure  in  cases  requiring  -urgent  attention. 

No  action  was  takon  under  this  section  during  tho  year,  though 
in-vestigation  was  called  for  in  seveial  cases.

SANITARY  CIRCUICTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Three  water  undertakings  diatidbute  water  in  the  various  parishes 
of  the  Ruiu-l  District,  They  are  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company,  the  Dorking 
Water  Company  and  the  Guildford,  Godalning  and  District  Joint  V/ater  Board. 

The  Dorking  Viator  Company  obtains  v/ater  from  a series  of  wells 
sunk  into  the  Folkestone  beds  on  the  western  outskirts  of  Dorking  and  serves 
the  parishes  of  Capel,  Holnv/ood  and  Ockloy,  The  East  Surrey  Viator  Company 
obtains  most  of  its  water  from  deep  v/olls  in  the  chalk  of  the  North  Downs 
and  supplies  the  parishes  of  Betchv/orth,  Buckland,  Charlwood,  Headley,  Horloy, 
Newdigato  and  Leigh,  The  water  supplied  by  the  Joint  Board  to  Abinger  and 
Wotton  comes  from  deep  bore ‘holes  in  the  greensand  in  Guildford  Rural  District, 

The  Chomioal  and  bacteriological  quality  of  the  piped  water  supplies 
has  remained  consistently  satisfactory  and  of  a high  standard  of  purity,

HOUSING  ACT  1949  - IMPROVEMENT  GRAI'JTS 

Applications  were  received  during  the  year  for  Improvement  Grants 
in  respect  of  work  to  bo  carried  out  at  20  dwelling-houses. 

In  the  case  of  twelve  cottages  the  applications  vrere  subsequently 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  the 
applications  were  rejected  by  the  Council  in  the  case  of  the  remaining  eight 
dwellings.

AD_UL_TERA.TION  OF  FOOD 

The  Surrey  County  Council  continued  to  adniinister  the  sections  of 
tho  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  193S,  dealing  with  the  adulteration  of  food,  I an 
indebted  to  tho  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  infomation  that 
a total  of  109  samples  for  analyses  were  taken  in  this  district  by  his 
staff.  Of  these  96  were  of  nilk,  2 each  of  ice-crean  and  tinned  neat  and 
the  remainder  of  miscellaneous  articles  of  foodstuffs  and  drugs.  Two 
samples  of  nilk  were  found  to  be  beloi;  standard.  No  prosecutions  were 
undertaken. 


The  information  was  also  given  that  within  that  part  of  the  County 
in  which  tho  County  Council  acts  as  Food  and  Drugs  authority  a total  of 
1,672  samples  were  taken  for  analyses,  including  1,294  of  nilk.  Eighty-six 
samples  were  found  to  bo  adulterated  or  irregular,  73  of  these  being  of 
milk.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  and  a conviction  obtained  against 
a seller  of  chocolate  roll  deficient  in  dry  fat  free  cocoa  natter.

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOI35  DISEASE 

Table  IV  shows  the  nmiber  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified  during  1953,  classified  according  to  age  and  sex.  Table  V 
shows  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  in  the  various 
Parishes, 


SMALLPOX 

No  case  of  smllpox  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  Sinllpox 

During  the  year  notifications  vrere  received  from  nedical 
practitioners  of  243  primary  vaccinations  and  116  re vaccinations  which 
bad  been  performed  by  them.  Of  the  primary  vaccinations  200  related  to 
children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  equivalent  to  47,5%  of  the  number  of 
births  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year.  The  comparative 
figure  for  England  and  V/ales  v/as  30,7%, 


SCARLET  lEVER 


Tii^enty-six  cases  of  scarlot  fever  vrcre  notified  during  the  year. 
The  case  rate  per  1,000  population  was  0,96  as  against  1,39  for  England 
and  Wales,  Thirteen  of  the  cases  wore  admitted  to  hospital.  There  v:as 
no  mortality  from  the  disease  which  continued  to  bo  of  a mild  ty[De, 


DIPHTHERIA 


For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  v/as 
notified  in  the  district.  The  case  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0,01 
per  1,000  population, 

Referonce  to  Table  VC  indicates  the  decline  which  has  talcen  place 
in  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 

Diphtheria  Immun.isationi. 

Treatment  can  bo  obtained  from  general  practitioners  under  the 
terms  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  or  from  clinics  arranged  by  tho 
local  health  authority,  these  being  held  at  regular  intervals  at  all  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  serving  tho  district  of  which  details  are  set  out  on  page  B 
These  arrangements  aro  intended  primarily  for  infants  and  others  under  school 
age.  Clinics  in  schools  are  organised  for  pupils  requiring  treatment, 
usually  the  reinforcing  course.  The  aim  is  for  every  child  to  receive  a 
primary  treatment  consisting  of  two  injections  at  about  the  age  of  nine 
months,  with  secondary  treatment  consisting  of  single  injections  at  every 
3 to  4 years  up  to  tho  end  of  school  life  to  reinforce  the  original 
treatment.  It  is  not  claimed  even  with  such  treatment  that  absolute 
immunisation  will  be  attained  by  every  child,  but  there  is  clear  evidence 
that  the  risk  of  an  untreated  child  contracting  diphtheria  is  four  times  as 
great  as  that  of  an  immunised  child,  and  tliat  the  risk  of  death  is  nearly 
thirty  times  as  great. 
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Diphtheria  Inr-iunis) 


Notifications  were  received  fron  ■'/arious  soijrces  that  331  children 
received  primry  treatnent  and  493  recei-^/ed  reinforcing  doses.  Possibly 
sone  children  my  have  been  treated  privately  or  in  other  districts,  about 
whom  information  has  not  been  received.  The  following  figures  show  hovr 
the  facilities  for  treatment  have  been  used, 

Primry  Treatment  Reinforcing  Tre_atno.nt 

Treated  at  Clinics  and  Schools  136 

Treated  by  General  Practitioners  195 

In  159  infants  the  treatment  was  completed  before  reaching  the 
age  of  one  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  estimted  that  52^  of  the  children 
under  the  age  of  15  years  were  in  an  effective  state  of  immunity. 

In  many  cases  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
were  combined  in  one  series  of  injections,  and  it  is  now  possible  for 
imr.iunisation  against  tetanus  to  be  added  to  the  combination.  This  natter 
is  discussed  in  more  detail  in  the  paragraph  dealing  v/ith  tetanus. 


ACUTE  POLIOPHELITIS  (INFANTILE  PARALYSIS) 

One  case  was  notified  giving  a case  rate  of  0,04  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  0,11  for  England  and  Wales,  The  patient  was  a 
man  aged  23  years  residing  in  the  parish  of  Charlwood,  The  illness 
occurred  in  January,  and  was  mild  in  character  and  did  not  appear  to  be 
associated  with  any  other  case. 


WHOOPING  COUGH 

One  hundred  and  ninety-one  cases  of  whooping  cough  wore  notified 
during  the  year,  the  case  rate  for  the  district  being  7,06  per  1,000 
population  against  a rate  of  3,5o  for  England  and  Wales,  No  deaths  were 
registered  from  the  disease,  but  this  is  an  illness  v/hich  my  have  serious 
results  on  the  respiratory  system  which  may  not  show  their  full  effects 
until  later  life. 

Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

The  year  1953  was  the  first  complete  year  in  which  this 
treatment  was  mde  available  by  the  Surrey  County  Council  ■under  its  scheme 
of  immunisation  against  infectious  diseases.  Practitioners  are  now  able 
to  obtain  free  supplies  of  immunising  materials  from  the  Public  Health 
Department,  and  receive  a fee  for  the  completion  of  a record  card  gi'ving 
details  of  the  treatment.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  v/hooping 
cough  are  frequently  combined  in  one  course  of  treatment. 

Notifications  were  received  from  doctors  and  clinics  that  215 
children  had  been  given  a primry  course  of  treatment  and  that  10  children 
had  rccei-ved  reinforcing  treatment. 
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PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 


One  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  was  notified,  the  -xitient  having 
boon  confined  in  her  own  hono.  The  case  rate  of  tlriis  condition  was  14,25 
per  1,000  live  births  against  a rate  of  26,3  for  England  and  Wales,  This 
is  not  a tiaio  index  of  the  position,  as  the  majority  of  confinononts  now 
talce  place  in  hospitals  and  institutions  outside  the  rijral  district,  and 
puerperal  pyrexia  occurring  in  hospitals  are  assigned  to  the  district  in 
which  the  institution  is  located. 


FOOD  POISONING 

Four  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year 
giving  a case  rate  of  0,15  'compared  vri.th  0,24  por  1,000  population  for 
England  and  Wales,  One  case  occurred  in  connection  v;ith  an  outbreak  of 
staphylococcal  food  poisoning  in  a school  in  another  district.  In  the 
remaining  cases  neither  the  cause  hor  the  organisms  responsible  were 
identified. 


MEASLES 


Epidemics  of  measles  of  considerable  size  occurred  in  the  first 
half  of  the  year  when  600  cases  were  notified.  The  total  for  the  year 
was  629  compared  with  27  in  1952,  The  case  rate  per  1,000  population  was 
23,24  compared  with  12,36  for  England  and  Wales, 


DYSENTERY 


Twenty^four  notifications  of  dysentery  were  received.  Twenty- 
two  cases  occurred  in  a residential  nursery  situated  in  Helmv/ood,  17  of  the 
patients  being  removed  to  hospital  for  treatment.  The  infection  was  of  the 
Sonne  type,  which  though  usually  mild  in  cha.racter,  can  occasionally  cause 
serious  illness  in  young  children.  Of  the  two  remaining  cases  one  was  in 
an  adult  living  in  the  district,  but  working  in  a children's  nursery  in 
London  in  which  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  had  occurred.  The  final 
case  was  in  a man  recently  returned  from  army  service  in  the  Far  East,  where 
he  had  contracted  the  infection. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

The  names  of  21  residents  wore  added  to  the  register,  I6  of  whom 
were  suffering  from  disease  of  the  lungs  and  5 of  other  parts.  There  were 
also  added  the  names  of  13  persons  who  moved  into  this  district  during  the 
year,  having  been  notified  previously  elsewhere. 

During  the  year  27  names  were  removed,  including  11  of  persons 
no  longer  resident  in  the  district,  14  of  persons  considered  to  have 
recovered,  and  2 because  of  death.  One  of  the  deaths  vhiich  occuri’od  was 
not  due  to  tuberculosis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  142  names  remained  on  the  tuberculosis 
register,  this  being  7 more  than  at  the  end  of  1952,  The  entries 
consisted  of  100  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (52  males  and  43  females) 
and  42  cases  of  non-pulnonary  tuberculosis  (23  males  and  19  females) 
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Tuber  cvJ,o_si_s_  _(_Q.ont« ) 


One  death  from  tubercolosie  vra.2  assigned  to  the  district, 
giving  a death  rate  of  0,04  compared  with  0,20  for  England  and  VJales, 

This  is  a nevr  low  record  for  tho  district. 

An  analysis  into  the  types  of  disease,  sez  and  age  groups  of 
tho  new  additions  to  the  register  and  of  those  removed  by  reason  of 
death  is  to  be  found  in  Table  VII, 

In  Table  VIII  figures  relating  to  the  notification  of 
tuberculosis  and  deaths  from  the  disease  over  a number  of  years  have 
boon  collected  for  purposes  of  comparison. 

Taking  the  notification  rate  of  now  cases  as  an  index  of 
the  incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  district,  there  would  appear  to  be 
little  improvement  in  the  position.  It  should  be  remembered  however  that 
at  the  same  time  there  ho.s  been  improvement  in  the  methods  of  diagnosis 
and  that  considerable  efforts  have  been  made  to  examine  large  numbers  of 
people  by  means  of  mass  radiography.  It  is  certain  that  many  cases  b-avc 
been  diagnosed  in  tho  early  stage  of  illness  who  would  formerly  have 
escaped  recognition.  Earlier  diagnosis  and  improvod  methods  of  treatment 
have  had  a noticeable  effect  on  the  death  rate  which  fluctuates  from 
year  to  year,  but  when  taken  over  a period  shows  a definite  fall, 

B ,C^,_G:,.  .Ifaccination 

It  is  obvious  from  the  figures  quoted  that  a large  number  of 
persons  in  tho  coriimunity  are  knovmto  be  liable  to  transmit  the  infection. 

With  the  increased  expectation  of  life  of  tho  tuberculous  person  resulting 
from  improved  methods  of  treatment,  this  proportion  is  likely  to  grow. 

It  is  also  certain  that  there  arc  a number  of  unrecognised  cases  particularly 
liable  to  spread  infection  from  ignorance  of  the  need  to  take  precautions. 

For  these  reasons  it  was  suggested  in  tho  report  for  1952  tliat  a 
considerable  deeline  in  the  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  \itis  not  to 
be  expected  until  B,G,G,  vaccination  \io.s  brought  into  more  general  use. 
Hitherto  B.S.G,  vaccination  has  been  reserved  for  familj^  contacts  of  Imown 
cases  and  for  certain  classes  of  the  community  thought  to  bo  at  special 
risk  of  infection.  The  Ministry  of  Health  has  now  signified  that  it  will 
approve  schemes  of  vaccination  for  school  children  between  their  thirteenth 
and  fourteenth  years,  the  authorities  responsible  for  formulating  schemes 
being  local  health  authorities  v/hich  in  this  district  is  the  Surrey  County 
Council,  Children  in  this  age  group  have  been  chosen  because  they  are 
entering  a period  in  which  they  arc  particularly  susceptible  to  infection, 
and  in  which  they  are  likely  to  liave  increased  risks  of  coming  in  contact 
with  infectious  persons,  A previous  tost  would  indicate  which  of  tho 
children  would  benefit  by  B„C,G,  vaccination,  as  only  those  ^^rho  have  no 
evidence  of  earlier  infection  would  be  treated.  Those  treated  would 
require  a subsequent  test  to  ensure  that  the  necessary  reaction  has  taken 
place.  The  tests  and  vaccination  are  painless  and  harmless,  and  parents 
need  have  no  anxiety  in  this  respect,  and  when  the  treatment  becomes 
available  in  their  district  they  should  have  no  hesitation  in  obtaining 
its  benefits  for  their  children, 

^3s  Radiography 

During  the  year  2 visits  were  paid  to  the  eastern  part  of  the 
District  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  The  first  visit  was  confined  to 
the  factory  workers  in  Salfords,  the  second  visit  dealt  with the  general 
public,  factory  workers,  clerical  staffs  and  school  cluildron,  the  Unit 
being  accommodated  in  the  Empire  Hall,  Horley,

_:g:TANUS. 

The  infection  of  a wound  with  tetanus  bacilli  caused  the  death  of 
a boy.  The  accident  itself  was  trivial,  and  it  was  not  considered 
necGSsary  at  the  time  to  get  medical  attention.  However,  the  tjp^e  of 
wound  was  one  which  encouraged  the  growth  of  tetanus  organisms  if  they 
were  introduced,  as  they  were  in  this  case,  by  the  barbed  wire  wliich 
lacerated  the  sld.n,  A few  days  later  symptoms  of  tetanus  (lockjaw) 
appeared  and  progressed  so  rapidly  that  in  spite  of  rapid  admission  to 
hospital,  and  the  administration  of  the  most  modern  methods  of  treatment, 
death  occurred  within  7 days  of  the  accident. 

Tetanus  is  not  a common  disease  and  has  gradually  declined  as  a 
result  of  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  horses,  which  act  as  carriers  of 
the  organisms.  The  bacilli  are  excreted  in  horse  dung,  and  then  assume 
a spore  formation  which  enables  them  to  remain  viable  in  the  soil  for  a 
long  period.  When  introduced  into  a wound  offering  suitable  conditions 
they  become  active,  multiply  and  produce  a toxin  which  circulates  tlu-ough 
the  body  and  produces  its  characteristic  effects  on  the  nervous  system. 

In  the  period  1935  - 1940  an  average  of  101  deaths  a year  was  registered 
in  England  and  Wales  as  being  caused  by  tetanus;  in  the  period  1941  - 1945 
the  average  fell  to  89  and  in  1946  ~ 1950  to  83,  For  overy  fatal  case 
there  are  several  which  recover,  the  recovery  rate  improving  with  the 
lengthening  of  the  period  between  infection  and  appeai-ance  of  the  symptoms. 
If  the  latter  appear  within  a week  of  the  injury  tho  cliancos  of  survival 
are  small,  and  treatment  has  little  effect  on  such  cases. 
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Prevention  is,  therefore,  of  great  importance  in  dealing  v/ith 
this  disease.  One  method  of  achieving  this  is  by  the  injection  of 
tetanus  antitoxin  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  injijry.  In  practice, 
cases  of  serious  injury  are  effectively  dealt  with  as  soon  as  they 
come  under  medical  supervisions  but  tetanus  may  folloi-;  a trivial  vxound, 
and  because  the  risk  of  contiucting  the  infection  is  so  slight  no  medical 
advice  is  sought  and  no  prophylactive  treatment  is  given  in  a 
considerable  proportion  of  such  cases. 

Another  method  of  prevention  is  by  antitetanic  ico^uleticr.^ 
similar  in  principle  to  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  A matferial 
has  now  been  produced  in  which  it  has  been  possible  to  combine  tetanus 
prevention  with  that  of  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  so  that  the  need 
for  a multiplicity  of  courses  of  treatment  can  be  avoided.  Immunity 
against  tetanus  produced  in  this  way  v/ould  dispense  with  the  need  for 
tetanus  antitoxin  injections  after  injury.  The  first  treatment  v;ith 
this  new  product  with  its  triple  immunising  properties  should  be  given 
at  4 - 6 months  of  age,  so  that  immunity  to  whooping  cough  can  be 
established  early,  this  being  nov/  the  most  dangerous  infectious  disease 
of  early  childhood.  Booster  doses  are  recommended  at  2 and  5 years.

WORK  IN  DEFAULT

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LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 


1,  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  one  Owner/ occupier  whose 
preinises  contained  rubbish  in  such  quantity  as  to  constitute  a 
nuisance  and/or  injury  to  health*  At  the  hearing  the  Court  made 
an  order  for  the  abatement  of  nuisance,  and  air/arded  the  Council 
two  guineas  costs, 

2,  An  owner  appealed  against  a Statutory  Notice  served  under  S,39 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  to  repair  defective  drainage,  on  the 
grounds  that  by  virtue  of  certain  clauses  in  a lease,  this  work 
should  be  undertaken  by  the  tenant.  The  Court  dismissed  the  appeal 
and  awarded  the  Council  eighteen  guineas  costs.

The  positive  result  was  obtained  from  a sample  of  tuberculin 
tested  milk  taken  at  the  dairy  of  a producer  retailer  who  retailed  not 
only  milk  from  his  own  herd,  but  supplemented  it  with  milk  from  the  herds 
of  8 other  producers.  The  field  for  investigation  was,  therefore,  a 
largo  one.  The  Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  was  notified  and  a clinical  examination  of  all  aninnls  in 
the  herds  was  made,  in  addition  to  further  biological  samples  being  taken. 
No  infected  animal  was  discovered. 

As  a precaution,  and  pending  the  completion  of  the  investigation, 
the  dairyman  was  asked  to  arrange  for  the  heat  treatment  of  all  miUc  prior 
to  retail.  This  he  readily  undertook  to  do,  and  although  the  requirement 
to  heat  treatment  was  subsequently  withdrawn  he  decided  to  continue  the 
heat  treatment  of  all  milk  retailed,  as  a regular  pa-aotice. 

Pasteurising  Plant 

In  July  the  first  pasteurising  plant  to  be  brought  into  operation 
in  the  rural  district  commenced  the  heat  treatment  of  milk.  The  Surrey 
County  Council  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  Authority  is  responsible  for  the 
issue  of  the  appropriate  licences,  but  by  arrangement  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  exercises  supervisory  control.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  33  persons  or  firms  on  the 
register  of  distributors,  and  the  following  licences  had  boon  issued  in
